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Police were tracking suspect within days of Madeieine’s disappearance

Interest in the search for 
little Madeleine McCann 
remains one of the most 
taiked about news items 
across the giobe more 
than two weeks after her 
disappearance. It had 
seemed interest was 
waning when British 
media started packing 
their bags on Monday, as 
the story appeared to be 
fading. But a search that 
day at a viiia iocated 100 
metres from the crime 
scene, has ensured 
reporters have had to 
extend their stays here 
as the media coverage 
of Madeieine’s 
disappearance promises 
to continue for some 
time yet. Meanwhiie, a 
high ranking regionai 
government officiai has 
toid The Portugal News 
he asked poiice to 
investigate Robert Murat 
three days after the 
disappearance of 
Madeieine McCann. A 
source has aiso 
confirmed that 
Madeieine’s parents are 
being kept in the ioop by 
poiice, who have 
accused some British 
media of “irresponsibie 
reporting”. 

On Tuesday, the PoUcia 
Judicidria (PJ) announced they 
had questioned a suspect. He 
was questioned over the case of 
the missing British toddler, 
Madeleine McCann, but there 
was insufficient evidence to ar- 
rest or charge him. 

Robert Murat, a UK citizen 
and long-time resident of Portu- 
gal, was declareda suspectincon- 
nection with the disappearance, 
15 days ago, of Madeleine 
McCann.

On Monday, Mr Murat, who 
lives with his mother in a villa 1 00 
metres from the vacation apart- 
ment in Praia da Luz, from where 
four-year-old Madeleine went 
missing on the night of May 
was questioned by police in 
Portimao. 

Mr Murat is the father of a 
three-year old girl, Sofia, who 
lives with her mother in the UK. 

An influential and high-rank- 
ing regional government official, 
who asked that his identity re- 
main undisclosed “for the time- 
being” has told The Portugal 
News that it was he who told 
police on the morning of Sunday 
May 6* of his suspicions regard- 
ing Robert Murat. 

While he asked to remain 
anonymous “for obvious rea- 
sons” he said part of the reason 
why he spoke to The Portugal 
News was to refute talk that Por- 
tuguese police had been acting on 
a tip-off that had originated from 
a British] ournalist’ s suspsicions 
more than a week after 


Madeleine’ s disappearance. 

In fact, he indicated police have 
had an eye on Mr Murat since at 
least day 3 of Madeleine’ s disap- 
pearance. 

Meanwhile, Luis Antonio, 
who was taken in for police ques- 
tioning alongside Mr Murat and 
German national Michaela 
Walczuch on Monday evening, 
was refusing to make any com- 
ments. After contacting him on 
his mobile phone, he told The 
Portugal News: “Ihave nothing 
to say,” citing legal constraints. 

Mrs Walczuch had earlier as- 
sumed a similar line, when con- 
tacted by the media, but did stress 
she and Mr Murat were “only 
work colleagues”, following 
speculation of an affair between 
the two. 

Mr Murat was released from 
questioning on Tuesday, after 
Portuguese police said they did 
not have enough evidence to for- 
mally arrest or charge him. 

“I have been made a scapegoat 
for something I didn’t do”, 
Murat, 33 , told Sky News report- 
ers. “The only way I will survive 


this is if they catch Madeleine’ s 
abductor”. 

The Portugal News also con- 
tacted Mr Murat’ s mobile phone 
on Wednesday, the day after he 
had given this interview to Sky 
News. 

Tuck Price, who identified 
himself as a long-standing friend, 
answered Mr Murat’s phone. 

Speaking from Casa Liliana, 
where a police raid was held on 
Monday evening, Mr Price de- 
nied that an “exclusive” interview 
had been given to a television 
channel by Mr Murat, saying he 
was “upset” over the use of the 
term “exclusive”. 

“We are doing our utmost to 
assist police with their on-going 
investigations”, said Mr Price, 
adding: “Mr Murat cannot speak 
about the case as he would be 
breaking the law”. 

When questioned on the health 
of Jenny Murat, Mr Murat’ s 7 1 - 
year-old mother, he confirmed 
the events of recent days had 
taken both a physical and emo- 
tional toll. 

While confirming that investi- 
gators had seized computers and 
“other material”, Mr Price denied 
police had torn down walls, dug 
up floors or drained the s winirning 
pool as had been reported by 
some media. 

He also said Mr Murat was 
affronted by talk that he had a 
glass eye, saying he suffered 
from “a detached retina”. 

But he said Mr Murat was 
“overwhelmed” by support 
from friends, who have been pro- 
fessing his innocence. 

“Much will be said” once the 
suspicion lying on Mr Murat has 
been lifted, said Mr Price. 

But question marks remain as 
to when Mr Murat will be able to 
speak freely. 

A representative of a law firm 
in Lisbon, which has dealt with a 
number of high profile cases in 
recent years, told The Portugal 
News the law “remained unclear”. 

According to this legal source, 
there is no time limit as to how 
long Mr Murat will have to re- 
main silent as the case could re- 


main open for years and his sta- 
tus could remain unchanged, that 
is, he could face never being 
charged or eliminated as a sus- 
pect, though this remains an ex- 
tremely unlikely scenario. 

Mr Murat has been declared an 
“arguido” by Portugal’ s police, 
meaning he is a suspect. 

Police scaled down searches 
for the missing girl last week, but 
Portuguese authorities have re- 
mained committed to the case, 
and are working closely with in- 
ternational law enforcement 
agencies and the British police. 

Madeleine’s parents, Kate 
and Gerry McCann, say they 
will stay in Portugal until their 
daughter is found safe. They were 
eating at a nearby T apas bar when 
their daughter disappeared, but 
checked on sleeping Madeleine 
and her younger twin bother and 
sister at regular intervals. 

Meanwhile, concerns that 
Kate and Gerry McCann are re- 
lying on the British media for any 
trickle of information regarding 
their daughter have been dis- 
missed by a source close to the 
investigation. 

The source told The Portugal 
News on Wednesay evening: 
“Trust me, the McCanns are be- 
ing kept in the loop by investiga- 
tors. 

“Perhaps they are not being 
told everything, but they will 
know of any progress police are 
making”, our source said. 

On Wednesday, a Russian 
computer specialist, Serguei 
Malinka, but known as ‘Serge’ in 
the Luz area, was being ques- 
tioned by police in Portimao. 
Police seized his laptop and hard 
drive, but both were returned 
later. 

He is said to have worked with 
Mr Murat and helped him set up 
his real estate web site. 

Back in 2006 The Portugal 
News spoke to Mr Malinka 
about his newly created I.T. 
company, which has since closed. 
At the time he said the company 
would look to plough profits 
from computer sales back into the 
community, especially in the area 
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of education. 

Mr Malinka recently opened a 
new office in Lagoa. 

A fellow I.T expert, who has 
regular dealings with Mr 
Malinka, in his early 20s, says he 
is “the nicest guy”, adding, “there 
is no way he can be involved in 
Madeleine’ s disappearance”. 

On Wednesday, Mr Malinka 
had ridiculed speculation linking 
him with the case after the Por- 
tuguese press had said police 
were looking for a Russian asso- 
ciate of Mr Murat known to be a 
“violent sex offender”. 

“I don’ t know who they mean. 
It’s definitely not me,” he said. 
“I have just had all my residency 
papers approved and checks are 
always made for criminal convic- 
tions. I have none whatsoever”, 
he told reporters shortly before 
being taken in by police for ques- 
tioning. 

Mr Malinka was released at 
02h40 on Thursday morning and 
has been classed as a “witness” 
and is not a suspect, police said 
on Thursday. 

The National Directorate of 
the PoUcia Judicidria are report- 
edly preparing to take discipli- 
nary action against Barra da 
Costa, a criminologist and former 
PJ investigator. 

He has been a thorn under the 
skin of the McCanns this week 
with his incessant criticism of the 
family and is apparently being 
forced to tone down his attacks. 

Speaking on RTP state televi- 
sion on Sunday, he insinuated 
that Kate and Gerry McCann 
were ‘swingers’. 

Basing his comments on a 
source “who knows things” he 
speculated that Madeleine’s 
disappareance could be linked to 
“an act of revenge from other 
swingers”. 

It is thought the information 
was first posted on a blog by an 
anonymous visitor. 

Days after these comments. 


Barra da Costa apologised to the 
couple for what he had said. 
Meanwhile, future British Prime 
Minister, Gordon Brown has of- 
fered “practical help” in the 
search for Madeleine McCann. 

Standing in for T ony Blair dur- 
ing Prime Minister’s Questions, 
John Prescott (Deputy Prime 
Minister) said: “I’m sure that the 
thoughts of the whole House will 
be with them at this terrible time.” 

Many MPs wore yellow rib- 
bons that have become a symbol 
of hope for the missing girl. 

On a Portuguese front, initial 
criticism of the British media has 
died down, but a certain amount 
of antagonism still remains. 

PJ Chief Inspector, Olegario 
Sousa told The Portugal News 
this week, that some British me- 
dia had been “irresponsible” in 
their reporting. 

According to Mr Sousa, re- 
porters, especially those from tel- 
evision companies, had been re- 
quested not to show footage of 
investigators or the licence plates 
of the cars they were using. 

“By disregarding this request, 
especially in the initial stages of 
investigations, they have not 
only endangered the lives of our 
investigators, but also the lives of 
their families”, charged Mr 
Sousa. 

Asked if British media had 
improved in their reporting since 
their early ‘indiscretions’, he an- 
swered: “They’re doing a much 
better job now”. 

On an unorthodox note. The 
Portugal News has been inun- 
dated with e-mails and phone 
calls from readers, who claim to 
have psychic abilities and who 
say they have information. 

Most of the information refers 
to specific locations, and while a 
number of places have been men- 
tioned, the only area indicated by 
several different sources (UK 
and Portugal) has been the moun- 
tain village of Monchique. 
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What can you do 
to find Madeleine? 


In a statement sent to The 
Portugal News on Thursday 
morning, a McCann family rep- 
resentative said: “It would be 
wonderful if The Portugal 
News could ask its readers to 
help the ‘Find Madeleine’ cam- 
paign”.

Tourist Board tells resorts to install CCTV 


The RTA - Algarve Regional 
Tourist Board - has recom- 
mended that hotels and resorts 
throughout the region install video 
and camera surveillance systems 
in order to prevent a repeat of the 
Madeline McCann case. 


When questioned about the 
lack of security video surveil- 
lance at the Ocean Club, RTA 
spokesman Jose Dias explained 
that the present law only permits 
CCTV systems to be installed in 
certain cases, and that for others 


authorisation is required from the 
National Committee of Data Pro- 
tection (CNPD). 

He did, however, call on all 
Algarve resorts to install security 
systems, despite all the bureauc- 
racy it entails. 


Mr Dias also said the Portu- 
guese Parliament should reflect 
on the number of missing chil- 
dren’ s cases and decide whether 
the present law concerning data 
protection and the CNPD should 
be altered.

Pol Ida Judidaria Chief Inspector Olegario Sousa speaking at a press 
conference held in a riverside restaurant in Portimao on Thursday 
evening said that Portuguese police continue to pursue investigations. 


In a police statement handed 
out to journalists on Thursday 
evening, the PJ explained that 
a number of house searches 
were conducted on Wednes- 
day, after search warrants had 
been obtained. 

Mr Sousa meanwhile said 
he and his team of investiga- 
tors continue to believe that 
Madeleine McCann is still 


alive, but admitted “with every 
day that passes by, a little bit of 
hope dies”. Meanwhile, The 
Portugal News can confirm that 
the Russian man interviewed by 
police is being treated as a wit- 
ness, not a suspect. This comes 
after the Russian Embassy in 
Lisbon had demanded clarifica- 
tion from Portuguese authorities 
as to the status of Mr Malinka 


who was reported in certain 
Portuguese media to be “a vio- 
lent criminal”. 

The press conference on 
Thursday was delayed by 25 
minutes, apparently due to the 
fact that former Minister of In- 
ternal Affairs, Antonio Costa, 
was formalising his candidacy 
for Lisbon Mayor live on Por- 
tuguese TV. 
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Police chief and Attorney-General break their silence 



London praises 
Portuguese police 


a The National Director of the Polfcia 

Judiciaria (PJ) and the Attorney-General 
said today that Portuguese authorities are 
doing everything possible to clarify the 
disappearance of Madeleine McCann, 
reportedly abducted 12 days ago. Similarly, 
the Portuguese President has praised

“We are doing everything we 
can”, said PJ National Director 
Alipio Riberiro. He was speak- 
ing on the sidelines of a seminar 
on corruption in Loures, just 
outside Lisbon. 

“Investigations are evolving, 
but I cannot guarantee the end 
results”, the PJ chief said, who 
was making his first public state- 
ment since Madeleine McCann 
went missing on May 3""*. 

Mr Ribeiro recommended 
caution, saying the “stakes are 
high”, while calling for “all to be 
prudent”. 

Commenting on the perceived 
criticism by British media of 
Portuguese police, he preferred 
not to comment, but said he 
would speak at “an opportune 
time”. 

It is believed British media, 
especially television, are set to 
come under fire from Portuguese

authorities once the case is 
closed. 

The Attorney-General, who 
was attending the same seminar, 
followed Mr Ribeiro’ s example 
by also speaking openly of the 
case for the first time. 

Mr Pinto Monteiro said 
“nothing is being left to chance” 
by Portuguese authorities, who, 
he said, had performed admira- 
bly. 

Similarly, the Justice Minis- 
try has reiterated their “full con- 
fidence in the police” and with 
the manner in which investiga- 
tions have been conducted. 

President Cavaco Silva has 
also praised police. 

“It would be difficult to do 
more than what has been done”, 
he said, adding: “Criticism of 
police can only be made by peo- 
ple who do not know what is go- 
ing on and what is being done.” 


Missing 
boy back 
home 

A 14-year-old boy who 
went missing from Rio de 
Moura in Sintra is now back 
home and was not kidnapped, 
as the family had suspected. 

GNR have declined to give 
any more information on the 
case, confirming only that the 
boy “was not kidnapped”, is 
“at home”, and “no crime was 
committed”. 

The boy, of Angolan origin 
and Portuguese nationality, 
was reported missing last 
Thursday. 

When his room was found in 
turmoil, his relatives feared he 
had been kidnapped. Also a 
ransom letter was found re- 
portedly asking for a million 
euros - the value placed on the 
family home in a recent sales 
estimate. 

Physically intact, but psy- 
chologically shaken, the boy is 
said to be reluctant to speak of 
the incident. 

His parents, who were in 
Luanda at the time, were re- 
ported to have returned imme- 
diately to Portugal when they 
learned of the situation. The 
boy had apparently been stay- 
ing with a minder and siblings.

E-mail petition for EU Sex

Speaking in Brussels after a 
meeting of EU diplomats, Luis 
Amado said his British counter- 
part, Foreign Secretary Margaret 
Becket, had rung him over the 
weekend to “give recognition of 
the work by Portuguese police” 
in the Madeleine McCann case. 

Some sections of the British 
media have been critical of the 
Portuguese police’s efforts to 
find the missing child, who dis- 
appeared on May 3 from her par- 


ents ’ apartment in Praia da Luz. 

But Portugal’s top diplomat 
said the conversation with his UK 
opposite number had dispelled 
“any negative feeling that might 
have existed on the part of the 
British authorities in relation to 
the efforts being made by the 
Portuguese authorities in this 
matter”. 

Amado also downplayed the 
possibility of Madeleine’s sup- 
posed abduction and the failure. 


to date, of attempts to establish 
her whereabouts, having a nega- 
tive impact on British tourism to 
his country, which he described 
as a “safe country”. 

The tragedy that has befallen 
the McCann family “could have 
occurred anywhere in the world”, 
noted Portugal’s foreign minis- 
ter. 

Meanwhile, Madeleine’ s par- 
ents, Gerry and Kate, said Mon- 
day that they still believe their 
daughter is “safe” and being 
“looked after”. 

Gerry McCann told reporters 
that the couple, both doctors, 
would continue to hold their posi- 
tive outlook until “there is evi- 
dence to the contrary”.

Those who 
went 

unnoticed 

The Institute for Child Sup- 
port (lAC) has recently re- 
vealed that in 2006 six children 
between the ages of three and 
17, five of whom were girls, 
went missing under suspicious 
circumstances, but received 
no mention in the Portuguese 
media. 

In all six cases the evidence 
that there is, points to kidnap 
carried out by a non-relative. 

P J police are reportedly still 
investigating the crimes, with 
the support of the lAC, though 
limited or no progress has been 
made in the past few months. 


In the wake of four-year-old 
Madeleine McCann’ s 

disappearence, a petition re- 
questing the European Parlia- 
ment to implement a Sex Offend- 
ers Register similar to that of the 
USA, has been launched on the 
Internet. 

A letter accompanying the 
online petition states: “Follow- 
ing the recent abduction of 
Madeline McCann, Portugal has 
been reported in the press as a 
haven for paedophiles . One of the 
main assumptions for this being 
the absence of a Sex Offenders 
Register”. 

It goes on to exlpain: “Of- 
fenders convicted of serious 


sexual offences must keep the 
police informed about where 
they are living, and any change 
of address. The length of time a 
person’ s details are kept on file 
is determined by their sen- 
tence. Anyone jailed for 30 
months or more for a sexual of- 
fence remains on the register for 
the rest of their life. The pen- 
alty for failing to comply can be 
a heavy fine or a prison sen- 
tence. Courts can impose a Sex 
Offenders Order to place re- 
strictions on the movements of 
an offender considered to pose 
a threat to the public. Sex of- 
fenders can be ordered to stay 
away from schools, parks. 


playgrounds and other places 
where children gather”. 

The American version of the 
Sex Offernders Register ( http:// 
www.sexoffendersusa.com ) al- 
lows members of the public to 
freely access information regard- 
ing the whereabouts of convicted 
sexual offenders. 

In the few days it has been 
circulationg, the petition has al- 
ready gathered nearly 1 ,000 sig- 
natures from all over Europe and 
beyond.

Baby on sale at 
supermarket 

Nine Romanians have been arrested in Vila Franca de 
Xira after attempting to sell a four-month-old baby at the 
entrance to a local supermarket. The group had reportedly 
put a price of between ten and 1 5 thousand Euros on the 
baby’s head. 


Reports say the infant is a 
Portuguese national and regis- 
tered as such with the Oporto 
registry. The baby was found 
to be in good health and was 
temporarily placed in the care 
of Oporto’s Reynaldo dos 
Santos hospital, where the 
baby awaits being handed over 
to social services. 

After initial court hearings, 
the nine suspects, including the 
baby’ s mother, were freed. Ac- 
cording to Portuguese law, sell- 
ing a child is not a crime, unless 
intended for sexual purposes, 
it’ s abandoned or negligence, is 


proved. 

Police were alerted by a fe- 
male passer-by who was on her 
way to shop at the Pingo Doce 
supermarket, and to whom the 
baby’s mother reportedly at- 
tempted to offerthe infant, inces- 
santly proposing differentprices. 

Apparently on her way to buy 
cat food, the female in question, 
of Ukrainian nationality, now 
fears retaliation. 

“I just wanted to save the 
child”, she is reported as hav- 
ing said, “and now I don’ t know 
what r ve done. I am afraid they 
will hurt me”.

ED tells Portugal to give equal 
prominence to all religions 


Proposals launched last 
week by the European Commis- 
sion will oblige Portugal to work 
towards integrating all religions 
within its social structure. 

The raft of proposals is 
aimed at improving the integra- 
tion of legal immigrants from 
outside the European Union 
with special emphasis on a 
multi-faith approach. 

Pointing to problems arising 
in certain EU member states 
over the alienation of immi- 
grants because of their religious 
beliefs, spokesman for the Jus- 
tice and Security Affairs Com- 
mission, Friso Roscam 
Abbing, told journalists: “The 


reality now is that you have prob- 
lems in a number of member 
states. It is only relatively re- 
cently that we have been dealing 
a little bit more seriously with this 
issue”. 

He went on to say that: “Be- 
fore you had some kind of pas- 
sive tolerance, with hindsight it 
is clear this may not have been the 
best approach, what we need to 
know is how best to live with each 
other and not just next to each 
other”. 

To help improve relations be- 
tween its Catholic community 
and the religions of legal immi- 
grants, Portugal, in keeping with 
certain other member states, will 


receive EU funding from the 825- 
million-euro multi-faith budget. 

The aim of the budget is “to 
counter exclusion and foster in- 
tegration among migrant com- 
munities in the European Union, 
by familiarising religious lead- 
ers with the core European val- 
ues and the multicultural and 
multi-faith environment in the 
EU,” spokesman Abbing said. 

Part of the funding will go to- 
wards organising multi-faith 
conferences where religious 
leaders will discuss ways and 
means of improving relations 
between the various religions 
and at the same time boost re- 
spect for each other.

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Dramatic rise in cocaine 
shipments to Portugal 

a European Union anti-drug enforcement agencies heard Tuesday 
that Portugal is now the second largest staging post for cocaine 
shipments to Europe. 


According to a top United 
States drug official, nearly 30 
per cent of all cocaine imports 
into Europe are being shipped 
through Portugal with just over 
40 per cent entering the 27 EU 
member states via Spain. 

United Sates drug control di- 
rector J ohn W alters said during 
a meeting with EU police au- 
thorities in Brussels, that the 
street value of cocaine being 
shipped to Portugal from South 
America and Africa, was close 
to one billion euros a year and 
is expected to rise still further 
during 2007. 

“There has been a growing 
problem of cocaine coming to 
Europe from South America. 
The vector to Europe is going 
up,” he told reporters. 

“What we see now is grow- 
ing movement by air coming 
out of Venezuela for the first 
time flying to known airfields, 
not clandestine airfields, mov- 


ing their illicit shipments into the 
Caribbean area, most heavily into 
Haiti and the Dominican Repub- 
lic on their way to Europe,” 
Walters said. 

This, he added, was in addition 
to “movements of the drug by sea 
which have, with some increased 
regularity, looked like they are 
also coming out of Venezuelan 
seaports”. 

Walters suspected that the 
majority of cocaine shipments 
from South America and Africa 
were being shipped into south- 
ern Portugal although fairly large 
quantities were being landed in 
the country’s northern ports. 

He pointed out that “five or ten 
years ago we didn’t see aircraft 
or ships coming into Africa to 
move cocaine into Europe. That 
is happening more and more to- 
day”. 

Walters praised both the Por- 
tuguese and Spanish police au- 
thorities for their efforts in com- 


bating the dmg smuggling gangs, 
but called on the governments 
of both countries to lobby Brus- 
sels for more EU funding, to in- 
crease the air and sea surveil- 
lance of vessels sailing to Eu- 
rope from South American 
ports. 

According to Walters, the 
Unites States has not been able 
to get the Venezuelan authori- 
ties to fully cooperate in getting 
to grips with the problem, but 
said he hoped W ashington ’ s EU 
allies might be able to make bet- 
ter progress. 

In an indirectreference to Por- 
tugal and Spain, he said: “I 
know some European nations 
have a more extensive coopera- 
tion with the Venezuelan gov- 
ernment and we hope that we 
can use that to cut down on the 
increasing number of cocaine- 
carrying vessels headed to Eu- 
rope from Venezuelan sea- 
ports”. 


To help tackle the sharp increase in 
recent years of drug addicts in the 
European Union hooked on cocaine, 
Portugai, France, Ireiand, Britain, Itaiy, 
Spain and the Netheriands agreed iast 
week to set up a new body that wiii share 
inteiiigence and coordinate poiice 
seizures of the drug and cannabis on the 
high seas. It will be established in Lisbon 
later this year. 


The agreement was stmek at a 
eonferenee of drug law enforee- 
ment offieials from around the 
world held in Madrid. It is the first 
time the event, held every year 
sinee 1 983, has been held in Eu- 
rope. 

“Coeaine is surging in Europe 
at levels similar to what Ameriea 
experienced in the 1980s,” the 
head of the United States Drug 
Enforcement Administration, 
Karen Tandy, said at the open- 
ing of the three-day event. 

Around 1 0 million Europeans, 
or three per eent of all adults, have 
used eoeaine at least onee in their 
lives - an historieally high figure, 
aeeording to the Lisbon-based 
European Monitoring Centre for 
Drugs and Drug Addietion 
(EMCDDA). 

Britain and Spain posted the 
highest rates of use, with over 
four per eent of adults admitting 
to having eonsumed the drug dur- 
ing the past year compared to an 
average of just over two per eent 
of adults in all of Europe. 

The eonferenee heard that use 
is coneentrated among young 
people, espeeiallymen, in urban 
areas. 

The supply of eoeaine in Eu- 
rope has inereased sinee the late 
1 990s leading to lower priees and 
this, eombined with its assoeia- 
tion with a supposedly glamor- 


ous lifestyle, is fuelling its grow- 
ing use, drug experts say. 

“Coeaine is very much associ- 
ated with sueeess, urban life- 
styles, a party atmosphere,” 
EMCDDA analyst Julian 
Vieente told the eonferenee, 
while adding that eoeaine is now 
the most used illegal drug in Eu- 
rope after eannabis. 

The eonferenee heard that the 
priee of coeaine on Europe’s 
streets fell by 22 per eent be- 
tween 1999 and 2004, aeeording 
to EMCDDA statisties. 

Speaking in Madrid on the eve 
of the eonferenee, Colombian 
Defenee Minister Juan Manuel 
Santos urged the European Un- 
ion to boost its cooperation with 
South Ameriean nations to fight 
dmgtraffieking. 

Roughly 80 per eent of eoeaine 
from Latin Ameriea that was des- 
tined for markets outside the 
United States in 2005 finished up 
in Europe, aeeording to 
EMCDDA estimates. 

International drug traffieking 
gangs have been drawn to the 
European market beeause of the 
higher prices paid for eoeaine 
eompared to the US. Last year, 
wholesale priees for eoeaine in 
the EU ranged between 28,000 
and 56,600 euros per kilogram 
eompared to between 12,000 and 
27,000 euros in the US. 
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Parliament approves new immigration laws 



Portuguese lawmakers have voted to 
approve a new immigration law aimed to 
streamline applications for residency 
permits and work visas, and to legalise 
some visa-less foreigners living in the 
country. 


MPs from the ruling centre- 
left Socialist Party (PS), which 
devised the new laws, voted with 
members of the main opposition 
Social Democratic Party (PSD) 
to easily pass the new immigra- 
tion law in the Lisbon Parliament. 

Lawmakers from the small 
CDS-PP rightist coalition and the 
Left Bloc opposed the propos- 
als, while the Communist and 
Green parties abstained. 

Under Portugal’s new immi- 
gration legislation, family mem- 
bers of foreigners already living 
and working in the country, in- 
cluding children over 18 years, 
will be allowed to join their kin. 

Foreign nationals resident in 
Portugal for 1 5 years, those who 
have lived there since the age of 
10 and children who were born 
here and attending state schools 
will also be legalised under the 
new laws. 

Additionally, foreigners who 
applied for residency status un- 
der an “immigration amnesty” 
from 2003 to 2004 and still in ir- 
regular conditions will be fully 
legalised. 

But the new immigration leg- 
islation has come under fire from 


immigrants’ rights groups in Por- 
tugal, who say the measures “de- 
fraud the expectations” of thou- 
sands of immigrants while only 
benefiting a small minority. 

In comments to Lusa, Timoteo 
Madedo, spokesman for a plat- 
form of Portugal’s immigrant 
minorities, said the legislation 
only applied to a small minority 
of all the foreign nationals living 
and working in Portugal. 

Immigrants continue without 
right of appeal against deporta- 
tion orders that are solely made 
by Portugal’s SEF border and 
immigration police and Lisbon’ s 
Internal Administration minis- 
try, noted Macedo. 

Paulo Portas, leader of the 
CDS-PP said his party opposed 
the new legislation by stating that 
it will facilitate human traffick- 
ing networks. 

He argued that Article 5 9 of the 
new law, which stipulates that 
“immigrants become legal as soon 
as they have a declaration from a 
prospective employer”, is a gap- 
ing loophole that will be taken 
advantage of by networks ex- 
ploiting immigrants in Portugal.

Jail terms for employers of illegal immigrants 
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Under new European Com- 
mission proposals announced 
last week, companies or individu- 
als in Portugal employing illegal 
immigrants could face statutory 
prison sentences. 

The proposals, which were 
first mooted by the Commission 
last year, will require EU mem- 
ber states to introduce laws pro- 
viding fines, administrative sanc- 
tions and prison sentences in 
cases where illegal immigrants are 
being employed. Companies 
found to be consistently break- 
ing the proposed law will be shut 
down by the authorities without 
being allowed any recourse to the 
EU court of appeal. 

Although in keeping with all 
other member states, with the ex- 
ception of Cyprus, Portugal has 
sanctions against the employ- 
ment of illegal workers, they are 
rarely enforced. However, any 
EU member state failing to im- 
plement the recommended sanc- 
tions will face hefty fines, the 
European Commission said in a 
statement. 

European Justice Commis- 
sioner Eranco Erattini told jour- 
nalists in Brussels that while 14 
EU member states, including 
Portugal, have prison sentences 
already in place to counter em- 
ployers using illegal immigrant 
labour, to date there is not one 
single case of anybody who has 
been found guilty of contraven- 
ing the law serving a j ail term. 

“What’ s more, the implemen- 
tation of penalties is very differ- 
ent among member states, with 
some more lax than others, dis- 
torting competition among com- 
panies,” Erattini said. 

The draft laws will also allow 
immigrants to lodge complaints 
against their employers and de- 


mand unpaid wages. If they co- 
operate with the police and re- 
turn home, they could also receive 
temporary permits enabling 
them time in which to take legal 
action against their employers for 
exploitation and being paid be- 
low the minimum rate. 

“It’ s a law against illegal immi- 
gration, but the philosophy is to 
target employers, not the immi- 
grants. We want to fight the ex- 


ploitation of illegal immigrants,” 
Erattini added. 

Up to eight million people are 
estimated to be living illegally in 
the 27-nation EU, with 500,000 
illegal immigrants arriving every 
year. The draft law, which will 
only concern workers from out- 
side the EU, will require the back- 
ing of a qualified maj ority of mem- 
ber states and the European Par- 
liament before entering into law. 
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Barroso thanks Blair, but Brits remain sceptical

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I n a show of camaraderie 
last week, European 
Commission President, 
Durao Barroso thanked 
outgoing British Prime 
Minister, Tony Blair for his 
contributions to the 
European Union, but said 
Britons still remain to be won 
overby Europe. 

“Tony Blair has taken Britain 
from the fringes to the mainstream 
of the European Union. He has 
done this by engagement, not by 
vetoes,” Barroso said in a state- 
ment after Blair announced he 
was stepping down on June 27*. 

“Above all he has shared in our 
determination to create an open, 
reforming and strong Europe. I 
greatly value our friendship and 
I wishhim success for the future,” 
Portugal’ s former prime mi nister 
added. 

But in a separate pre-recorded 
television interview, the head of 
the EU’s executive arm said: 
“The point I have to say is that in 
Britain, honestly, the debate for 
Europe is not yet won. So if Blair 
was successful in Europe, bring- 
ing Europe closer to Britain, he 
has not been able to change the 
mood completely in Britain re- 
garding some of the most impor- 
tant issues on the European 
agenda and this of course is an 
important point as well”. 

Opinion polls in the UK show 
that the majority of Brits remain 
lukewarm when it comes to closer 
ties with the EU and also lack 
confidence in their prime minis- 
ter. Blair’ s decision to go to war 
in Iraq on the false notion that 
Saddam Hussein had stockpiled 
weapons of mass destruction and 
various other scandals surround- 
ing his premiership have done lit- 
tle to enhance T ony Blair’ s repu- 
tation with the electorate. 

Eollowing on Barroso’ s terms 
of endearment for Britain’s 
prime minister, the leader of the 
Liberal Democrat political bloc 
in the European Parliament, 
Graham Watson, singled out 
Blair’ s decision to go to war in 
Iraq alongside the United States 
as a mistake. 


EU SNIPPETS 

EU Agrees Rights for Chickens 

EU agriculture ministers agreed on Monday minimum rights for 
chickens, aimed at putting an end to the worst examples of battery 
farming. The new rules allow for a maximum density of 33 kilo- 
grams of live chickens per square metre. This figure can rise to 39 
kilograms if extra measures are put in place, for example, special 
ventilation systems. “If exceptionally high welfare standards are 
met over a continual period that stocking density can edge up by 
another three kilos per square metre,” the EU Commission said in 
a statement. EU Health Commissioner Markos Kyprianou wel- 
comed the agreement. “Not only will this result in better animal 
welfare across Europe, but it should also contribute to improving 
the health of the birds and the quality of their meat,” he said. The 
measures must be implemented in all 27 EU member states by June 
2010. 

EU Drops Ban on Imperial Measures 

The European Commission has dropped its attempt to ban Im- 
perial weights and measures in the face of British opposition. The 
news was hailed in England by Neil Herron, campaign director of 
the Metric Martyrs Group. “It has been people power that has 
forced the European Commission and the British government to 
abandon the enforced metrication programme. We have saved the 
pint, the mile, the yard, the foot as well as pounds and ounces,” he 
told the AFP News Agency. A European Commission press officer 
told AFF that the decision to maintain the “supplementary indica- 
tions” indefinitely was handed to a European parliamentary com- 
mittee last week. Under law in the 27-member bloc, Britain’ s use 
of Imperial measures was supposed to end in 2009. 

Retail Sales in Latvia Top EU League 

The retail sector in Latvia has posted the strongest annual growth 
in the 27-member EU, and analysts in the Baltic state predict the 
boom will continue as wages keep rising and credit is handed out 
liberally. Latvia’s retail sector expanded 27.7 per cent in the 12 
months to March, or more than 10 times the average for the same 
period in the 1 3-member single currency eurozone. The country’ s 
economy has been growing at breakneck speed as it catches up with 
older members of the EU, which it joined in 2004. “People here 
don’t think now is a convenient time to save. There is no use for 
savings, and there is a genuine need for consumer durables such as 
cars, flats and the like. Demand is high for modem consumer goods, 
which are available here now,” Raite Karnite, director of econom- 
ics at the Latvian Academy of Science told the AFP News Agency. 
Last year, gross domestic product grew by 11.9 per cent and is 
forecast to expand by a further nine per cent this year. 

EU to Assist Bulgaria in Government Fraud 
Investigations 

Bulgarian government ministers and officials are being sacked 
by the boatload as investigators crackdown on corruption in high 
places. Eollowing the sacking of three ministers earlier this month 
for fraudulently hiving off EU funds into their own private bank 
accounts, comes news that the Deputy Economy and Energy Min- 
ister Kormelia Ninova, along with investigator Rita Sharlandzieva, 
is being probed for alleged obstmction of justice. Reports in the 
Bulgarian press said that Ninova had used her close relations with 
Sharlandzieva to persuade her to help a chief suspect, business- 
man Krasimir Georgiev, to avoid justice. The businessman was 
being investigated by Sharlandzieva for money laundering along 
with the director of Bulgaria’ s heating utility. So involved are the 
investigations into corruption in government circles, that Bulgar- 
ia’ s chief prosecutor has asked the European Commission to over- 
see the operation. 

Majority of Dutch do Not Favour EU Enlargement 

Only 45 per cent of people in Holland are in favour of a further 
enlargement of the EU, a report from the Netherlands Central 
Bureau of Statistics (CBS) shows. While the poll, which was 
conducted in March, identified 72 per cent of the 1,000 Dutch 
respondents as saying that Dutch EU membership was a good 
thing, and 62 per cent saying that Holland benefits from the EU, 
only 45 per cent want a further enlargement of the Union. This 
figure has gone down from 5 8 per cent in 200 1 , according to the 
report. The CBS said that the Netherlands public opinion on the 
EU is in line with that of citizens in other older EU member states, 
where an average of 45 per cent favour further enlargement. In 
the new member states 67 per cent want the Union to welcome 
new countries. 


But he also said that the lead- 
er’ s main failure was not to have 
reconciled the British public with 
the European project. 

“While siding with the United 
States in the invasion of Iraq was 
his biggest mistake, it was not his 
biggest failure in European 
terms,” Watson, also a Briton, 


told the AFP News Agency. 

“That was undoubtedly his in- 
ability to use his three succes- 
sive terms in government - as 
well as the UK presidency of the 
EU in 2005 - to explain to the 
British people the purpose and 
the need for the European Un- 
ion,” Watson added. 
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Socialists unveil 
top candidate for 
Lisbon eleetion 



The leadership of Portugal’s ruling 
Socialist Party this week formally 
appointed Minister of State and Internal 
Administration, Antonio Costa as its 
candidate for Lisbon’s municipal by- 
election, the Lusa News Agency 
reported. 


The party’s choice of 
Antonio Costa, the govern- 
ment’s No. 2 figure, to run for 
mayor will oblige Prime Minis- 
ter Jose Socrates to carry out a 
“surgical” reshuffle of his cabi- 
net, the sources said. 

On Monday, Lisbon’s civil 
governor, Maria Adelaide 
Rocha, set the by-election for 
July 1 after consultations with 
the various parties and the inde- 
pendent candidacy of Helena 
Roseta. 

The by-election was triggered 
by the resignation last week of 
most of the city’ s aldermen, de- 
priving City Hall of a quorum. 

The crisis arose after authori- 
ties formally placed Mayor 
Antonio Carmona Rodrigues, an 
independent elected on a Social 
Democratic slate in 2005, under 
investigation over a shadowy 
real estate deal, involving the ex- 


change of prime downtown 
properties between City Hall 
and a private developer. 

Carmona Rodrigues has de- 
nied the allegations of wrongdo- 
ing and declined to step down. 

There has been speculation 
that he might launch an inde- 
pendent bid for re-election. 

Meanwhile, Sintra Mayor 
Fernando Seara has turned an in- 
vitation from the PSD Social 
Democrats to run for Lisbon 
Mayor, citing personal reasons. 

At the time of going to press, 
it remained unclear who the PSD 
would announce as their candi- 
date for the July 1 ballot.

Portugal’s foreign aid 
among lowest in Europe 

A federation of non-governmental organisations last 
Saturday said the amount of aid given by Portugal to 
developing countries was among the lowest in 
Western Europe. 


Concord, an umbrella group 
of aid networks and associa- 
tions from European Union 
member states, reported that 
Portugal, Greece and Italy had 
donated less than 0.39 per cent 
of their gross national income 
(GNI) - a target set by the Eu- 
ropean Union - to the world’ s 
poorest countries in 2006. 

However, Portugal was not 
alone in being on the receiving 
end of Concord’s criticism. 
Several other Western Euro- 
pean countries were said to have 
inflated the amount they had 
contributed in development 
aid. 

“Many European govern- 
ments are exaggerating their 
progress by inflating their aid 
figures with debt cancellations, 
particularly to Iraq and Ni- 
geria,” the report said, stipulat- 
ing that eight billion euros in aid 
could be accounted for by debt 
reduction in these two coun- 
tries alone. 

EU figures show that the bloc 
as a whole donated 0.42 per cent 
of its GNI in overseas aid last 
year compared to a target figure 
of 0.39 per cent. 

But these figures were chal- 
lenged by the Concord report, 
which pointed out that if “non- 
aid items are deducted from 
these figures then the European 


Unionis only handing over 0.3 1 
per cent of GNI”. 

“The worst culprits for in- 
flating their aid figures are the 
Erench and Austrian govern- 
ments,” the report said, with 
more than half of stated overseas 
development aid consisting of 
non-aid items such as debt re- 
lief. “Our analysis shows that 
Italy and Germany are guilty of 
similar practices,” the report 
added. 

According to Concord, more 
than 60 per cent of public de- 
velopment aid between 2001 
and 2004 benefited just three 
countries - Afghanistan, the 
Democratic Republic of the 
Congo and Iraq, which together 
account for three per cent of the 
population of the world. 

“Sub-Saharan Africa is the 
poorest region in the world, 
with 70 per cent of people liv- 
ing on less than two dollars a 
day. If aid were focused on pov- 
erty reductions, we would ex- 
pect an increasing volume of it 
to go to Sub-Saharan Africa,” 
the report stated. 

Official aid figures for Africa 
rose by 3.2 billion euros from 
2004 to 2005 “but this is decep- 
tive,” the report continued, add- 
ing: “In reality, aid volumes to 
Africa without debt relief have 
remained static”.

Portugal 
preps for 
Brazil 
summit 
during EU 
presidency 

Preparations are well 
underway for Portugal to host 
a European Union summit 
with Brazil shortly after Lis- 
bon assumes the EU helm on 
July 1 , F oreign Minister Luis 
Amado said. 

Minister Amado said Lis- 
bon wants to plaee EU-Bra- 
zil relations “on the same 
level” as the bloe eurrently 
maintains with other “impor- 
tant international partners”, 
like the United States, Russia, 
China and India, with whieh 
regular summits are held. 

A diplomatie source in 
Brussels, where Amado was 
attending a meeting of EU for- 
eign ministers, told Lusa the 
planned EU-Brazil summit 
could take place in Lisbon on 
July 4.

Portuguese 
bank to finance 
Mozambique 
dam debt 



A banking consortium headed by 
Portugai’s BPI wiii finance the Mozambican 
state’s repayment of its US$ 700 miiiion 
debt to Portugai under an accord to transfer 
ownership of the massive Cahora Bassa 
Hydroeiectric (HCB) dam from Lisbon to 
Maputo, according to sources invoived in 
the process and media reports, the Lusa 
News Agency writes. 


An official involved in talks 
between Maputo and Lisbon on 
repayment of the remaining US $ 
700m owed by Mozambique to 
the Portuguese Treasury for the 
transfer of HCB told Lusa a final 
deal will be signed in the next few 
days. 

But weekly Maputo newspa- 
per Savana has already reported 
that BPI has been chosen by the 
Mozambican authorities to lead 
the group of financial institu- 
tions who will repay the HCB 
debt to Portugal. 

Also involved in the process 
are StandardBank/Development 
Bank of Southern Africa (DBSA) 
and Millennium BCP. Deutsch 
Bank and BNP Paribas were in- 
volved in negotiations to partici- 
pate in the loan financing, but 
were not chosen to join the bank- 
ing syndicate. 

Mozambique and Portugal 
agreed last November that Lis- 


bon’s 82% controlling stake in 
HCB would be cut to 15%togive 
Maputo a controlling 
shareholding of 85% in the River 
Zambezi generating plant in the 
north of the African state. 

Under the bilateral HCB deal, 
Mozambique paid US $ 250 mil- 
lion upfront and pledged to repay 
the outstanding US$ 700 million 
within a year. Maputo says it 
will repay the loans contracted to 
repay the debt from HCB’s 
power revenues. 

Separately, Mozambique’s 
EDM electricity utility said Fri- 
day that it does not intend to 
sever power supplies to 
neighboring Zimbabwe, despite 
estimated debts of US$ 55 mil- 
lion owed by Harare for energy 
from HCB. 

EDM’ s legal adviser, Adelino 
Muchanga, told Lusa: “Yes, 
there ’ s a debt, but there ’ s no threat 
of power supplies being cut”. 


PT looks to 
increase share in 
Cape Verde 

The Portugal Telecom group (PT) wants to raise its 
sharehoiding in Cape Verde Teiecom (CVT) from 40 
percent to a controiiing 51 percent stake, media reported 
Monday. 


Praia weekly A Semana said 
that the acquisition of CVT by 
PT was discussed by the archi- 
pelago’s prime minister, Jose 
Maria Neves, during talks last 
week with his Portuguese coun- 
terpart, Jose Socrates, in Lis- 


bon. 

PT has also proposed that 
CVT merges its mobile and mul- 
timedia units, said^ Semana, and 
wants the Cape Verde operator 
to j oin its Africa PT holding com- 
pany.

In an attempt to eradicate dif-

According to a press release, 
it is a joint attempt to “eliminate 
all forms of stereotype relating 
to men’s and women’s roles, 
regarding culture, education, the 
media, the work market and 
general tasks, as well as pro- 
moting women in society”. 


Prime Minister Socrates, in- 
vited to a ‘brainstorming’ meet- 
ing with German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel and European 
Commission chief Jose Manuel 
Barroso, beginning Saturday, in 
the city of Sintra near the Portu- 
guese capital, will give a clear 
message to EU leaders that Lis- 
bon’ s presidency will only con- 
tinue with current efforts to re- 
solve the stalled constitution if 
there is a “definite mandate” to 
do so when Portugal takes over 
the EU reins, a Lisbon official 
said. 

The German government 
hopes to present proposals on a 
revised constitution, widely de- 
scribed as an “institutional 
treaty”, at a summit of EU lead- 
ers in late June, days before Lis- 
bon begins its third presidency of 
the bloc. 

Although Portugal is one of the 
seven EU members not to have 
ratified the draft constitution, 
official Lisbon sources told the 
Lusa News Agency that the Por- 
tuguese government would “like 
to preserve as much as possible” 
of the original document, which 
was derailed by ‘no’ votes in na- 
tional referenda in Prance and the 
Netherlands in 2005. 


Germany has recently held a

Portugal praised for 
brokering closer EU 
ties for Cape Verde 

a Cape Verde’s aspirations of 

estabiishing a speciai partnership with 
the European Union is a “iong and 
compiex process”, but Praia can see 
“the iight at the end of the tunnei”. Prime 
Minister Jose Maria Neves said Friday. 


Speaking in Lisbon’ s Belem 
Palace after talks with Portu- 
guese President Anibal 
Cavaco Silva, Cape Verde’s 
leader said his country was 
“negotiating an action plan” to 
gain closer EU ties. 

This enhanced status with 
the 27- state bloc is getting 
closer, said Neves, praising 
Portugal’s support for his 
country’ s diplomatic drive in 
EU capitals to realise this am- 
bition. 


A day earlier, Neves met 
Portuguese counterpart Jose 
Socrates for talks on bilateral 
issues and Lisbon’s efforts to 
stage the delayed summit be- 
tween the European and Afri- 
can Unions in the Portuguese 
capital later this year. 

Neves, whose country is an 
increasingly popular holiday 
destination, was also due to at- 
tend a Global Travel and Tour- 
ism summit during his official 
visit to Portugal. TPN/Lusa 


President Cavaco Silva sent 
Ramos Horta a message, prais- 
ing the orderly poll as proof of 
Timorese commitment to the 
“values of liberty, democracy 
and tolerance”. 

The president-elect, Cavaco 
Silva said Ramos Horta had 
won an “unequivocal mandate” 
to continue building a “sover- 
eign and prosperous nation”. 

He pledged Portugal’s and 
his own “personal engagement” 
in aiding Dili “overcome the 
challenges it faces”. 

Prom Brussels, European 
Commission chief Jose Manuel 
Durao Barroso, a former Por- 
tuguese prime minister, echoed 
similar sentiments, sending 
Ramos Horta his “warmest con- 
gratulations” and expressing 
confidence in a “new era” of sta- 
bility for East Timor. 

Luis Ponseca, the Cape 
Verdean executive- secretary 
of the Lisbon-headquartered 
Lusophone CPLP bloc, said in 
a message that Ramos Horta’s 
commanding win “crowned an 
exemplary life” of struggle for 
his country ’ s independence and 
democratic development. 


On Thursday, Portuguese 
Poreign Minister Luis Amado 
welcomed the election’s out- 
come, saying it gave Dili “a fig- 
ure of international prestige at 
a time when East Timor needs 
the international community to 
affirm its democratic develop- 
ment”. 

“The election campaign ran 
normally and [Ramos Horta’s 
election] is a good sign of nor- 
malisation of East Timor’s po- 
litical life”, Amado told journal- 
ists in Lisbon. 

Diogo Preitas do Amaral, a 
former foreign minister and 
president of the UN General 
Assembly, described Ramos 
Horta as “an excellent choice” 
for president, saying his victory 
could represent “the turning of 
a page” in restoring stability to 
the country. 

Calling Ramos Horta a 
“friend”, Preitas do Amaral said 
the Timorese leader’s interna- 
tional experience and devotion 
to “the cause of independence” 
made him one of the country’s 
“best prepared” persons to 
serve as head of state.

Portugal gets go-ahead 
for new innovative 
health therapies 


Under new rules passed by 
the European Parliament last 
week, people living in Portugal 
with diseases such as Parkin- 
son’ s, Alzheimer’s and other 
degenerative conditions includ- 
ing cancer and heart problems , 
could well see their lifespan ex- 
tended beyond measure. 

In what has been seen by 
many health experts as a great 
step forward, parliament has 
adopted new legislation on the 
implementation of cutting-edge 
medical treatments. However, 
several members of parliament 
expressed misgivings over the 
measures on ethical grounds. 


The new regulation provides 
for a compulsory EU central- 
ised procedure for the authori- 
sation of the marketing of in- 
novative therapies and also for 
the subsequent monitoring of 
patients and products. Any EU 
citizen will now be guaranteed 
access to gene therapy or re- 
lated treatments, regardless of 
what national or local rules al- 
low. 

Opposition to the proposal 
came mainly from German and 
Italian MEPs and those from 
eastern Europe, who wanted to 
exclude treatments considered 
to be ethically questionable. 
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Intemational walk against hunger 

Although official figures have 
not yet being confirmed, organis- 
ers estimate that more than 
10,000 participants took to streets 
throughout Portugal in an inter- 
national walk against hunger. Lis- 
bon alone boasted four to five 
thousand walkers . 

It has also been estimated that 
a total of 1 00,000 Euros was raised 
from the Portuguese walk, which, 
in conj unction with revenue from 
other countries around the world 
who also participated in the move- 
ment, will suffice to feed some 
3 ,500 children for a year. 

Organised by the United Na- 
tions’ Food Programme, it is 
thought that over one million 
people from numerous countries 
took part in the walk. 

In Portugal the initiative was 
promoted and carried out in Lis- 
bon, Oporto, Coimbra and Angra 
do Heroismo (Azores). 

Last year a total of two million 
Euros were raised, 60,000 Euros 
of which came from Portugal’s 
effort. This year it is hoped that 
both figures will be far surpassed. 


Seven arrested in 
relation to gambling 


Seven individuals, amongst 
which were an ex-policeman 
and a 70-year-old, were re- 
cently arrested and confirmed 
suspects in relation to illegally 
fixing gambling machines lo- 
cated in various establish- 
ments throughout the outskirts 
ofLisbon. 

As well as three main sus- 
pects, four other suspects, 
thought to be the proprietors 
of the establishments where 
illegal machines were in- 
stalled, are presently under 
house arrest and awaiting 
trial. 

Police have also confirmed 
that one of the main suspects 
has been identified as an ex- 
PSP officer, who has been out 


of the force for more than 
three years. 

During the operation, which 
was carried out between 
07h00 last Wednesday morn- 
ing and 02h00 Thursday morn- 
ing, police confiscated 25 
games machines, various 
graphic name plates announc- 
ing the games, and program- 
ming and instruction manuals 
for the equipment. 

Amadora, Sintra and Cacem 
were the main areas where the 
illicit machines were being 
used. It is believed that the 
machines were bought aboard 
before being brought to Por- 
tugal, where they were then 
electronically tampered with 
and altered.

Considering the tip-off a ‘false 
alarm’ , Freeport spokespersons 
later endorsed the centre’s 
evacuation as “correct”, claim- 
ingthatno such allegations should 
ever be dismissed as a prank.

Faro’s old 
flour factory 
to be 

cleaned up 

Faro’s charismatic oid 
fiour factory, known as the 
‘Moagem’ factory, has for 
years been occupied by 
the homeiess and drug 
addicts. This week, 
ieading heaith and safety 
organisations have, in 
coiiaboration with poiice 
forces, impiemented 
measures to ciear the 
factory of its notorious 
dweiiers. 

Faro city hall, the civil gov- 
ernor’s office, and public 
safety police (PSP) squads are 
involved in clearing and guard- 
ing the area to ensure the safety 
of those who work in the vicin- 
ity. 

PSP officers guard the de- 
graded cereal factory’s en- 
trance to prevent occupants 
from entering its confines. 

Once a reference of indus- 
trial architecture, during the 
civil war the Moagem factory 
supplied Spain with ground 
cereal, though it has been 
closed since 1980. It then be- 
came a place of refuge for the 
homeless, drug addicts, and 
other problematic members of 
society. 

Focated in the centre of faro 
by the train station, local in- 
habitants have long been plac- 
ing complaints to the authori- 
ties about the dangers asso- 
ciated to its occupants, as 
well as its degraded appear- 
ance. 

Things came to a head when 
police were told by an uniden- 
tified source that local school 
children were also hanging 
round the area. 


Police detain teen criminals 


Two 13-year-olds were re- 
cently arrested by GNR officers 
after conducting an armedhold-up 
in an Albufeira carpark at 2 am in 
the morning. 

According to police reports the 
underage assailants, who were 
assisted by athird 1 5-year-old and 
used firearms that were ‘suppos- 


edlyreal’, made offwith a mobile 
phone, an MP3 player and €25. 

They also used a stolen vehi- 
cle, which was later found by the 
GNR. Aftirthereightvehicles, all 
stolen last week and some of 
which had not yet even been re- 
ported as missing by the owners, 
were also recovered.

language,” she says. “While eve- 
ryone has different require- 
ments, my top five recom- 
mended items to include in a holi- 
day first aid kit would be some 
anti-diarrhoea tablets and rehy- 
dration sachets, painkillers, an 
insect repellent and anti- 
histamines, along with heartburn 
and indigestion remedies.” 

TRAVEL SICKNESS Ever 
been stuck in a car, boat or plane 
and started feeling queasy? 
Travel sickness is a very common 
problem, particularly in kids. 
Symptoms include feeling sick, 
dizzy and suffering from head- 
aches, and occur because the brain 
is receiving mixed messages from 
your eyes and the balance mecha- 
nisms in your ears. 

There are ways of preventing 
it though. “Have a small snack 
before you leave home as this will 
help to keep the stomach settled,” 
Beck says. “When travelling, 
drink regularly (but avoid fizzy 
drinks) and don’t read. “Sitting 
in the front seat of the car will help 
- having a good view of the road 


in front helps the brain understand 
the movement sensed by the 
body. The middle seat in the back 
of a car also works well. “On a 


boat, sit on the top deck and face 
the direction of travel, looking 
out at the horizon. On a plane, try 
and get a seat over the wings.

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Sucking on a sweet during take off 
and landing can also help ease the 
pressure on the ears.” 

SUNBURN The best way to 
avoid a nasty case of sunburn - 
and those unsightly white strap 
marks - is to use the right sun- 
screen for your skin, avoid being 
out in the sun in the middle of the 
day and ensure you never fall 
asleep under the rays. You 
should apply lotion at least half 
an hour before you go outside, but 
how do you know what factor to 
get for you and your family? 

“As a general rule, if you nor- 
mally stay out in the sun for five 
minutes in the UK before your 
skin starts to turn pink, an SPF 
of 1 5 could offer 7 5 minutes (15 
X 5 minutes) before your skin 
would start to bum,” explains Dr 
Joe Walls, aplastic surgeon, who 
specialises in the effect of sun on 
the skin. 

“At this point, putting on 
more SPF 1 5 won’ t give you any 
further protection, nor will it 
stop you burning. If you stay out 


in the sun for longer, you must in- 
crease the SPF level of your sun 
protection. “Remember when 
you’re abroad, the sun’ s strength 
can increase substantially so you 
need to choose amuchhigher SPF 
level than you would normally 
use in the UK.” 

If you do burn, there are ways 
to relieve it. Have a cold shower 
and apply lots of soothing 
aftersun lotion, drink plenty of 
water and make sure you don’t 
go out in the sun again until the 
redness has gone. 

PRICKLY HEAT If you’ve 
ever suffered from prickly heat, 
a red skin rash that causes a prick- 
ling or burning sensation, you’ll 
know how uncomfortable it can 
be. It happens when sweat glands 
are blocked by dead skin cells and 
bacteria, so when your body tries 
to cool you down by perspiring, 
it becomes trapped, causing the 
itchy rash and sometimes even 
blisters, usually under the arms 
and around the waist.

keep the room temperature cool, 
have cool baths and try using 
aqueous calamine cream,” Walls 
recommends. He says many peo- 
ple get the condition muddled up 
with polymorphic light erup- 
tion, a reaction to the sun, be- 
cause it causes very similar 
symptoms. 

“Significantly though, it ap- 
pears on sun-exposed skin, un- 
like prickly heat,” he explains. 
“Typical sites are chest, face, legs 
and arms. Staying out of the sun 
will prevent PLE, as will using a 
high protection sunscreen and 
sun protective clothing.” 

INSECT BITES Getting bit- 
ten on holiday can be an annoy- 
ance - all that scratching mightmin 
your tan ! But in some countries, 
there can be more serious conse- 
quences, such as malaria, dengue 
fever or Lyme disease. T o avoid 
being bitten, cover yourself in 
insect repellent when you’re 
outside, particularly from dusk 
until dawn in malarious areas, and 
try to wear clothing that covers 
your arms and legs. 

“You should also avoid wasp 
and bee stings - 1 % of people liv- 
ing in the UK have a life-threat- 
ening allergy to them,” says Dr 
Ron Behrens from the London 
School of Hygiene and Tropical 
Medicine. “If stung, it can trig- 
ger a potentially fatal allergic re- 
action, including breathing prob- 
lems and an extreme drop in blood 
pressure.” If this occurs you 


should seek medical advice ur- 
gently. If not and you can see the 
sting, you should remove it. 
“Scrape it off with the back of a 
knife, a credit card, or your finger 
nail. Don’t use tweezers as this 
drives the venom into the skin.” 
Behrens says. 

TUMMY BUGS There are 
ways of avoiding an upset stom- 
ach, including washing your 


hands before eating, choosing 
food that has been cooked from 
fresh and is served piping hot, 
avoiding dairy products, shellfish 
and food left uncovered, and 
drinking bottled water instead of 
from the tap. However, if you do 
become a victim, make sure you 
drink plenty of water and take an 


anti-diarrhoea product. “If you 
have a fever, blood loss or are 
vomiting continuously with 
your diarrhoea, you should see a 
doctor,” Behrens says.

Pick of the Day 

Battle for the Holy Land: Jerusalem (C4, 7.05pm) 

Paddy Ashdown resigned as leader of the Liberal Democrats in 1999, but don’t 
think for one moment he’s been doing nothing since then. Three years after he 
quit UK party politics, he accepted the post of High Representative for Bosnia 
and Herzegovina, where he oversaw efforts to maintain peace and stability in 
a region ravaged by civil war. That experience makes him the ideal choice of 
presenter for this documentary which explores the conflicts that have raged over 
the city of Jerusalem. During an investigation that took four months, Ashdown 
looks back to the momentous events of 1967 and the Six Day War, when Jewish 
troops captured the Old City giving them control for the first time in 2,000 years. 
However, from that day to this, Palestinians and Israelis have been at 
loggerheads over who has the right to the site. “Jerusalem is the holiest city in 
the world,” he says. “But over the past 3,000 years it has seen more conflict, 
turmoil and bloodshed than almost anywhere on Earth.” After exploring the long 
history of this troubled region, Ashdown talks with leaders on both sides of the 
divide, before revealing his own thoughts on what needs to be done to secure 
peace.

Pick of the Day 

Paul Merton in China (five, 9pm) 

There’s a lot to like about Paul Merton, with his comic timing and razor-sharp 
wit, but it’s his insatiable curiosity which makes this new series must-see 
viewing, as he lifts the lid on the nation of China. This opener sees him exploring 
a night market shortly after arriving in Beijing, where he’s confronted by a 
startling array of strange and mostly unidentifiable foods. When he finally 
does catch up with his interpreter Emma in Tiananmen Square, it’s clear he 
needs a helping hand, especially when it’s explained the vast majority of the 
new buildings being erected in the city are empty, because most people can’t 
afford to live there. Merton reveals how they’ll provide a pretty backdrop to 
the world’s Press when it descends for next year’s Olympic Games, but little 
else. There’s more eye-opening stuff outside the city, when our host visits 
a multi-million-dollar hotel that’s standing empty. He meets the Communist 
Party official behind the project, but is unable to pose any serious questions. 
“What do you say to a man who’s just wasted $50million?’’ he muses. But 
confusion reigns when Merton visits a Communist commune, where his 
constant questioning sees him unceremoniously booted off the tour.

Andrew Marr’s History of Modern Britain (BBC2, 9pm) 

Andrew Marr is perhaps best-known for his insightful reports on the BBC’s 
news, or his political chat show Sunday AM, so you’d be forgiven for thinking 
he’s not the ideal person to front this new series. But you’d be wrong. It 
examines the state of the UK, from 1945 until the present day, and few are 
better versed in contemporary politics than Marr. He begins as Winston 
Churchill and his Conservative party were ousted from rule by a war-weary 
public, who instead turned to Labour and Clement Atlee’s radical ideas for 
reform. They included setting up the Welfare State, nationalising British 
industries and pumping some energy into a country driven to its knees by 
World War Two and the constraints of rationing. At the same time, plans were 
afoot to establish Britain as a new superpower, ensuring we retained control 
of the British zone in occupied Germany, as well as signing up for the Korean 
War and giving India her independence. Marr observes that while those who 
scurried up and down the corridors of power saw to the nation’s international 
interests, it may have seemed to the general public that less attention was 
being lavished on problems much closer to home.

A lack of confidence and gardening knowledge means that a third 
of us don’t make the most of our garden, according to a new 
survey. 


Nearly half of people buy 
plants based purely on colour, 
scent and shape, while one in four 
aren’t seeking advice at garden 
centres and nurseries, the 
PlantforLife survey found. With 
this in mind, UK’ s Horticultural 
Trades Association is launching 
a new Plant Advice Guide to help 


budding gardeners find out what 
they need to know to create the 
garden they want. 

It includes space for people to 
sketch out a plan of their garden 
to take to the local garden centre 
or nursery where experts can take 
them through the guide helping 
them select the right plants and 


From field to fork 


Asparagus 

Asparagus is always so ex- 
pensive in the shops and tastes 
better if you ’ ve grown it your- 
self, although it is one of the 
more challenging crops as it 
needs good soU preparation and 
fervent hand weeding. Soil 
should be dug thoroughly in 
autumn, adding well rotted ma- 
nure and lime if the soil is acid. 
Y ou will also need to be patient 


as you will have to wait two 
years for your first good har- 
vest. Plant one-year-old 
crowns now in free-draining 
soil in a sunny, sheltered spot, 
digging trenches about 20cm 
deep and Im apart. Crowns 
should be covered with 5cm of 
sifted soil immediately after 
spreading out roots and the 
trench needs to be filled in 
gradually as the plants grow. 

The stems will need sup- 
porting and watering during 
dry weather. In autumn they 
should be cut down when they 
turn yellow, leaving stumps an 
inch or two above the surface. 

Then in spring, make a ridge 
of soil over each row and apply 
a dressing of general purpose 
fertiliser. Don’t be tempted to 
cut spears which appear 
shortly after planting. Leave 
it until the second year, when 
the spears reach 10- 15cm and 
can be cut around 8cm below 
the soil surface. Cutting should 
stop in early June as the spears 
should be allowed to build up 
reserves for next year’ s crop.

Here are a few growing details 
of some of the plants beginners 


may want to incorporate in their 
gardens: 

Dahlia: The national flower of 
Mexico revels in sunny weather. 
Flower colour: pastels to bright 
primary colours. Likes fertile, 
light, very weU drained sods when 
planted in the garden and univer- 
sal compost when in a pot. Put it 
in a sunny, open spot. Height var- 
ies from 30cm upwards, as does 
the spread. Plant it in April-June 
and it should flower from July 
through to first frosts. 

Juniper: The doorman of the 
garden, providing a sturdy back- 
bone to a flowerbed. Its ever- 
green, woolly appearance pro- 
vides an excellent foil for sur- 
rounding flowering plants. 
Flower colour: yellow/green. 
Tolerates a wide range of soil 
conditions. Prefers a sunny po- 
sition, doesn’t really like shade. 
Varies in height from 75cm to 
25m. Plant in March/ April and 
October/November. Will flower 
March to April and combines 
well with heather. 

Lavender: Perfect for dry 
conditions and attractive to bees. 
Flower colour: various shades of 
blue, pink and white. Will toler- 
ate dry, poor soils but must be 
free-draining. Put it in a sunny, 
warm, south-facing spot. Height 
and spread 30-50cm. Plant in 
October-March for flowering 
May-July. Good planting com- 
panions include floribunda and 
hybrid tea roses.

Three ways to... 

Encourage your agapanthus to flower 

1 . B order grown agapanthus like rich, well drained soU in a warm, 
sunny position. Mulch and feed the plants with a general pur- 
pose fertiliser to help improve flowering. 

2. Keep container-grown plants in a cool, light position over 
winter such as a cool conservatory. They don’ t like really wet or 
really dry conditions. 

3 . Water agapanthus well during the growing season, especially 
after flowering to promote more blooms for the following year. 

and to: Use fertiliser successfully 

1 . Never exceed the recommended rate of use because too much 
fertiliser will scorch plant roots. 

2. Don’t feed plants when they are under stress due to water 
shortage or attack from pests or disease, or in dormant seasons. 

3 . Use solid fertilisers on moist ground and hoe them in. Water 
in well if the soil is dry. 


Looking round the garden centres at the present moment is a 
wonderful experience as they are awash with the vibrant col- 
ours of bedding plants. 

» Felicia amelloides that originated in South Africa is also 
known as the Blue Daisy. It is a delightful low-growing shrub 
with sky-blue daisy-like flowers with yellow centres. In the 
initial stages of growth pinch back the growing tips to help to 
produce a more bushy shrub that can attain a height and spread 
of 30cms or more. These are often used as annuals as they can 
become very ‘leggy’ , but if you cut them back after flowering 
you should be able to keep them in check, besides getting suc- 
cessive blooming periods throughout the season. They need a 
well-drained soil mixture in a sunny position and if frost is pre- 
dicted some protection from the elements. Water on a regular 
basis and give a monthly application of liquid fertiliser during 
the active growing and flowering period. 

» Pelargoniums come in a variety of forms with the most 
common in our gardens the zonal and ivy-leaved - trailing - va- 
rieties. Colours range from white through the pinks and reds to 
lilac and purple. They need a fertile well drained compost and 
to be grown in full sun or partial shade. They do need watering 
on a regular basis, with liquid fertiliser given every three or four 
weeks during the flowering season. These are very rewarding 
plants as they can flower throughout the year if they are in a 
frost free zone and are dead headed on a regular basis to encour- 
age repeat blooming. They are frost tender and therefore need 
protection if inclement weather is forecast. 

» Lotus berthelotii is a low growing, generally not very 
long lived, trailing perennial with coral to scarlet beak shaped 
flowers, hence the common names of Parrots’ beak. Pelicans’ 
beak or Coral Gem. They prefer a well drained soil mixture in 
full sun and, as with the other plants mentioned, liquid fertiliser 
on a regular basis and protection from frost.

Azalea (Rhododendron) 

Originating from China, these 
stunning evergreen or deciduous 
shrubs with blousy blooms in 
shades from white to purple are 
generally daintier than garden 
rhododendrons, but can add 
structure as well as colour to a 
garden. 

Personally 1 love azaleas in 
pots, but they do not tolerate cal- 
careous soils therefore they 
thrive in ericaceous compost in 


partial shade in a sheltered spot 
and need to be kept weU- watered, 
preferably with rain water. They 
don’t like drying out. Some peo- 
ple bring their azaleas under 
cover in the winter, but 1 find that 
if frost threatens you can protect 
the forming buds by covering the 
plant with an old net curtain and 
they should provide you with a 
mass of blooms in late spring and 
early summer.

I learned from my sister 
that the peaee Christ gives does 
not eome from merely gritting 
our teeth and straining to sur- 
vive life’ s woes. It eomes instead 
from walking with Him moment 
by moment, hour by hour, day 
by day, no matter what eireum- 
stanees or diffieulties life brings. 
In her life peaee was the by- 
produet of wanting God more 
than she wanted anything else 
the world would offer. 

Do you know sueh peaee? 
Y ou ean experienee this inner 
peaee if you have a personal re- 
lationship with God Himself 
through His Son, Jesus Christ.

The Covenant

More than 300 years ago in 
the New England town of Ips- 
wich, five families formed a cov- 
enant. One of the clans was ban- 
ished and the four remaining 
bloodlines prevailed. 

F ast-forwarding to the present 
day, four blood descendants of 
the original families - Caleb 
Danvers (Strait), Pogue Parry 


(Kitsch), Tyler Sims (Crawford) 
and Reid Garwin (Hemingway) 
- are the golden boys of Spenser 
Academy, blessed with secret 
powers. 

Unfortunately, performing 
superhuman feats comes at a 
terrible price: every time they 
invoke their powers, the cov- 
enant members age prematurely. 

As term begins, Caleb falls 
madly in lust with new girl Sarah 
Wenham (Ramsey), the room- 
mate ofPogue’s girlfriend Kate 
(Lucas). He also befriends enig- 
matic college transfer student 
Chase Collins (Stan), whose mere 
presence seems to inspire terri- 
fying visions from the past. No 


prizes for guessing Chase’s true 
identity. 

Pitched at teenage fans of 
Buffy The Vampire Slayer, 
Angel, Charmed and their super- 
natural brethren. The Covenant 
is a slice of horror hokum that is 
a couple of decent gags away 
from a terrific comedy. 

Unfortunately, Renny 
Harlin’s clumsily scripted film 
takes itself far too seriously, lum- 
bering the good-looking and scant- 
ily clad cast with such gems as, 
“Harry Potter can kiss my ass!” 

Most of the leads have been 
cast for their looks rather than 
their acting prowess, and the 
film makes ample use of their 


rugged physiques, encouraging 
lads and lasses to strip off at 
every available opportunity. 

The Covenant maintains a 
briskpace but scares are few and 
far between, aside from a nasty 
nightmare sequence involving 
computer-generated spiders. 
The fates of the characters are 
quite literally survival of the 
fittest - actors with the best abs 
live the longest, giving themmore 
chances to disrobe.

But Ben can’t articulate what he’s seen, and Jess’s 
story is met with skepticism by her parents. It soon 
becomes apparent that past family tensions are slowly 
boiling to the surface.

If you have smoked salmon 
trimmings, add a little mustard, a 
pinch of sugar, a teaspoon each 
of vinegar and creme fraiche and 
some dill and pile it between two 
slices ofbrown bread - you won’t 
be disappointed. Even the tired 
remains of a once-crisp salad can 
be used because, with the dress- 
ing thoroughly absorbed, they 
will still taste good with some 
crusty white bread, she says. 

Basics you can make yourself 
to add flavour to your sand- 
wiches, and which will keep in a 
sealed jar, include pesto, sweet 
chilli dressing and home-made 
pickle, while cupboard essentials 
to liven up the lunchbox could 
include anchovy fillets, horserad- 
ish, eggs, olives, mustard, olive 
oil, redcurrant jelly, tuna and 
Worcester sauce. 

If you fancy a salad for lunch, 
Gifford says not to add dressing 
until you are about to eat. And if 
salad is to include cooked ingre- 
dients like bacon, chicken or hard- 
boiled egg, make sure they are cold 
before putting them anywhere 
near the leaves. 

Make dressings out of 
guacamole or humous or blend 
some blue cheese with French 
dressing and you will create new 
flavours for regular salads.

Isabel Losada, author of 
Men!, gives us her take on the man drought, 
what women have learnt after the dreaded 
Bridget Jones era, and what we really want 
right now. 

There is one burning question 
that most women over the age of 
3 5 diseuss all the time - where on 
earth are all the interesting and 
available men? 

“Interesting men are defined as 
someone who, when you meet

“We’ve all seen too many ro- 
mantic American movies, but in 
real life it’s very different,” she 
warns. 

“The fact is there really aren’t 
that many of these men around, 
but on a positive note my book 
does prove to all the women who 


are out there wondering, ‘What 
am I doing wrong, is it me? ’ , that 
they’re not mad or even unrea- 
sonably choosy. 

“We have to be very proactive 
in our search. Forget looking in 
clubs or pubs, we need to learn to 
do things differently,” Losada 
adds. 

After listening to “literally 
over a hundred” of her attractive, 
successful and financially inde- 
pendent single women friends 
regularly lament the lack of inter- 
esting and available men, Losada 
says she felt compelled to find 
some answers. 

“I thought that I’d become a 
self-electedrepresentative of all 
intelligent women over the age of 
35 and try to solve the problem 
once and for all!” she laughs. 

“We’re not talking about 
women in their 20s who want to 
meet a guy and have fun, as we 
know that’s perfectly possible, 
and we’re not talking about 
casual sex either, as that’s not 
difficult for women to find. 

“No, what we ’re talking about 
are women who are genuinely 
looking for a man with whom to 
share the rest of their life and 
probably have a family.”

perhaps women were looking for 
such men in all the wrong places, 
and so rather bravely decided to 
spend time in a wide range of ex- 
clusively male environments. 

She went from a raucous build- 
ing site and a leather-clad Harley- 
Davidson club to the pin-stripes 
of the London stock exchange, a 
fast-track plumbing course, and 
a ‘male bonding’ stag weekend 
touting traditionally male activi- 
ties such as 4x4 driving. 

“What I found, much to my 
alarm, was that these predomi- 
nately heterosexual men were ac- 
tively choosing to be in all-male 
environments, and mainly be- 
cause they don’t particularly like 
women’s company,” she says. 

“I did a lot of listening to these 
men and I found that most women 
are accused, somewhat justifi- 
ably I think, of whining, com- 
plaining, being demanding and 
having all kinds of emotional 
problems, 99% of which men 
perceive to be self-created. 

“In essence, if a man works 
hard at work all week and it gets 
to Friday night, he is usually sim- 
ply too tired to try to take on the 
complex psychology of a female 
and would rather go out with his 
male friends - if s just easier.” 

On the other hand, Losada 
points out that most women feel 
that the vast majority of men are 
disinclined to listen and make any 
time to discuss feelings and emo- 
tions, leading them to the oftenmis- 
taken conclusion that men don’t 
care or simply can’t be bothered. 

“Not so,” Losada insists, “I 
honestly believe that we can start 
to change our entrenched percep- 
tions of the opposite sex if both 
men and women can learn to un- 
derstand the real differences. 

“It then follows - fingers 
firmly crossed - that we will be 
able to communicate, and there- 
fore love, better.” 
LikeChalkand Cheese 

“It’s blatantly obvious that we 
just don’ t understand one another 
very well,” Losada smiles wryly . 

“Essentially women want men 
to be more like women and have 
been complaining for years, 
‘Why doesn’t he just talk to 
me? ’ , and the same is true in 
reverse, with men wishing 
women were more like them 
and thinking, ‘Why is she al- 
ways moaning? ’! ” 

In an attempt to under- 
stand the reasons for this, 
Losada interviewed Simon 
Baron-Cohen, professor of 
developmental psychopa- 
thology at the University of 
Cambridge, about the differ- 
ence between men and 
women. 

After years of detailed 
study, Baron-Cohen dis- 
covered two distinct groups 
of people - the 
‘empathisers’, or E-types, 
who are able to identify and 
appropriately respond to 
the emotions and thoughts 


of others, and the ‘systemisers’, 
or S-types, who are more com- 
fortable analysing how systems 
work and behave. 

“A person ’ s sex does not nec- 
essarily determine brain type, so 
not all men have the S-type brain 
and not all females have the E- 
type brain, but, on average, this 
theory holds true,” Losada ex- 
plains. 

“So now we know it’s scien- 
tifically proven that most 
women are interested in inti- 
macy and talking about emo- 
tions, but most men are about as 
interested in doing that as I am in 
the inner workings of my com- 
puter. We have long suspected 
it, but it turns out to be true - our 
brains really are just wired dif- 
ferently,” she adds. 

A Possible Solution? 

First and foremost, Losada 
suggests that single women who 
are looking for interesting and 
available men should avoid pubs 
and clubs at all costs, and in- 
stead try out new, exciting and 
essentially different past-times 
that they are genuinely inter- 
ested in. 

“And which also have, at the 
very least, an even spread of men 
and women your age. Chance 
does play a role, yes, but you 
have to be in the right place in 
order to give chance a chance ! ” 
Losada laughs. 

Women also have to stop dis- 
cussing the problem and start 
combining forces to discuss so- 
lutions, according to Losada, so 
to make your own suggestions or 
find some great ideas in your own 
town or city, simply visit her in-

“Y ou might just find an inter- 
esting and available man to talk 
to, but even ifyou don’t, at least 
you ’ 11 be living your life and hav- 
ing fun in the process.

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It was one of their main goais - to

Both David and Joao (or John, 
as he is more commonly known) 
were immediately open to em- 
brace the project, andweresoim- 
pressed with the works that they 
have invited the inmates to par- 
ticipate in their second joint ex-

Madeleine McCann’s disappearance, E.C.R.A-the 
Algarve’s only privately-founded specialist canine 
search and rescue team - was amongst the first non- 
governmental organisations called in to help 
authorities. 


E.C.R.A’s team of two and 
four-legged volunteers spent 
days in the baking sun, using 
finely tuned techniques in the 
hope of discovering any indica- 
tion of the toddler’s where- 
abouts. 

It was the first time the asso- 
ciation had been approached 
by an official organisation, in 
this case the Portuguese Red 
Cross, to participate in a real- 
life situation. 

Founded by 32-year-old 
Luis Humberto Pires Pacheco, 
E.C.R.A was established with 
the aim of providing assistance 
in the case of an earthquake. 
Tsunami, or other large-scale 
natural disaster. 

“If such a disaster should 
happen, and it has been proved 
that the Algarve is an area of 
high seismic activity, there are 
not enough search and rescue 
dogs in the whole of Portugal 
to cater for the need in a worst- 
case scenario”, Mr Pacheco told 
The Portugal News. 

‘ ‘N or can we be rehant on out- 


side help, which might take cru- 
cial hours or even days to ar- 
rive”, he added 

Mr Pacheco has always been 
involved with dog breeding and 
competing, but it wasn’t until 
2005 that he had the idea of 
founding E.C.R.A. 

Now comprising 10 volun- 
teers, each with one or two dogs 
of their own, E.C.R.A. offers 
full search and rescue training, 
tested by regular simulations of 
all kinds. 

According to Luis, his main 
goal for E.C.R.A. is to become 
a totally self-sufficient organi- 
sation, so if ever the services are 
called for outside Portugal, as- 
sistance can be immediately of- 
fered without requiring sup- 
port or provisions from abroad. 

Eor this he is looking for vol- 
unteers and donations of all 
kinds, including doctors, psy- 
chologists, and fund-raisers to 
help meet E.C.R.A. ’ s goals.

“This is Burma, quite unlike any land you know about.” Rudyard 
Kipling’s words, written long ago, still apply to an enchanting 
Asian country largely cut off from the outside world. 


lies live in eonerete buildings with 
windows and some have satellite 
dishes outside, though TV view- 
ing is regulated by the govern- 
ment. 


At sunset, families bathe to- 
gether in shallow warm waters at 
the river’s edge. Older women 
smoke eheroots while the young 
men ride mopeds. Traetors and 
horse-drawn earts double for 
taxis. 

The people seem eontent, and 
many spend spare money on gold 


leaf to stick on loeal Buddha stat- 
ues. Young monks, with shaved 
heads and brown robes, walk to 
temples in dusty streets. 

After a stunning early morning 
trip through the second gorge, the 
green hills shrouded in a thick 
mist, the ship docked at Bhamo, 
barely 80 kilometres from the 


Stained by bloody battles 
through the centuries, Burma has 
paid heavily forks self-imposed 
isolation and is one of the ten 
poorest countries in the world. 
But it is also one of the most spec- 
tacular with thousands of pago- 
das - pyramid-shaped temples - 
dotted across a lush green land- 
scape. And it has some of the 
most welcoming people in the 
world. 

Despite the military dictator- 
ship, tourism in Burma is grow- 
ing, with several hundred thou- 
sand visitors each year. A good 
way to take in the important sites 
is a cmise on the Irrawaddy River. 

And there ’ s no finer way to do 
it than aboard the Orient-Express 
ship The Road to Mandalay, 
named after another Kipling 
poem about Burma. Originally a 
Rhine cruiser, the 1 02-metre ship 
is now an oasis of luxury. Ori- 
ent-Express offers several itiner- 
aries, with the best a 16-night 
Bhamo trip beginning with a night 
at the stunning Oriental Hotel in 
Bangkok, Thailand. 

It is followed by two nights at 
the Governor’s Residence in 


Y angon, an old teak mansion and 
a tour of the capital’s awesome 
Shwedagon Pay a, a massive 
golden pagoda, the most sacred 
in the land visible from miles 
around. Then onto Mandalay by 
air where the ship embarks on a 
gentle cruise up the Irrawaddy 
almost to the Chinese border at 
Bhamo in the Kachin region. 

The Irrawaddy, running for 
1 ,770 kilometres from the East- 
ern Himalayas to an expansive 
delta in the Bay of Bengal and 
splitting Burma in two, is the 
main highway in the country and 
has been navigated by craft for 
centuries. 

The Road to Mandalay itself 
is opulent, like a luxury hotel, and 
offers standard or state cabins 
each with their own bathroom 
well-supplied with Bulgari toi- 
letries. State cabins are the 
epitome of luxury with the fin- 
est silk bedding and a tastefully 
decorated room complete with 
sofa, writing desk and massive 
windows providing stunning 
views of an enchanting country. 

There ’ s a piano bar, a sunbath- 
ing deck, even a pool for relaxa- 


tion after sightseeing. The restau- 
rant is run by a top chef who cre- 
ates French and Asian speciali- 
ties every day. 

The ship can accommodate 
more than 1 00 guests but caters 
for smaller groups as well. The 
atmosphere is more relaxed than 
formal, with onboard staff open 
and friendly. 

Making its way slowly past 
barges holding tonnes of teak - 
Burma’s most famous export - 
the ship anchors once a day. 
And, packed lunch in hand, guests 
can explore the unspoiled land by 
the banks of the river. 

The further north we travel, 
through dramatic gorges, the 
more the locals are entranced as 
strangers go ashore. Many have 
never seen white people before, 
let alone pasty-faced ones in gar- 
ish Hawaiian shirts and Bermuda 
shorts, relentlessly shoving dig- 
ital cameras into their faces. 

Riverside villages are basic, 
but have electricity and families 
live in big wooden huts on stilts 
with animals below. Richer fami- 


fly Algarve 
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Chinese border. 

Bhamo itself is a bustling vil- 
lage with a busy market, shops, 
bakeries and beer stations where 
loeals ean enjoy a small refresh- 
ment. A large Chinese eontingent 
owns many shops and busi- 
nesses, while the fire station has 
old vehielesreminiseent of 1 950s 
Britain. 

Another day trip ineluded a 
train journey into the teakjungle 
to see working elephants shift 
tonnes of teak logs for transpor- 
tation down river. Tourists ea- 
gerly feed them small bananas and 
pat their thiek trunks, diseol- 
oured by the eonstant pressure 
of the logs. 

No visit to Burma is eomplete 
without visiting a Buddhist tem- 
ple where student monks study 
religion and earry out daily 
ehores. Almost every boy in 
Burma beeomes a Buddhist monk 
at some stage - almost like our old 
national serviee. 

Another day took in the mar- 
ket plaees of Katha, made famous 
by George Orwell in his Burmese 
Days. The smell of dried fish, 
whieh loeals use to flavour food, 
filled the air. In a downpour, shop- 
pers nonehalantly produeed 
umbrellas while tourists ran for 


eover. 

Baek onboard, we set sail on 
our j oumey baek south to Bagan 
where the adventure ends. A full 
day in Mandalay, the last royal 
eapital of Burma and the seeond 
biggest eity, produeed an interae- 
tive history lesson like no other. 

Finally, we visited aneient 
sites around Bagan, with a horse- 
drawn eart helping us to explore 
on our own. Then it was on to 
Mount Popa, legendary saered 
home of the ‘nats ’ or spirits, with 
an impressive summit monas- 
tery. 

Eaeh detail of the trip is 
planned by the Orient-Express 
logisties team, whieh travels up 
the side ofthe river by jeep to see 
all goes smoothly ashore. The 
trip provides aunique glimpse of 
life in Burma. After saying our 
farewells, we flew from Bagan to 
Yangon and onto Bangkok for 
another night at the Oriental 
Hotel, with eaeh room overlook- 
ing the Chao Phraya River. 

As we headed to the bright 
lights and bustle of Patpong - the 
Bangkok quarter with a multi- 
tude of lap-daneing bars and mar- 
kets of fake designer bags and 
sunglasses - the tranquility of our 
voyage suddenly felt a million 


miles away. Some fear tourism 
puts more money into the hands 
of Burma’s military government, 
whieh refuses to tolerate oppo- 
sition and allows foreed labour, 
human traffieking and ehild la- 
bour. 

It was in 1 885 that Burma be- 
eame aprovinee of British India 
and was given as a New Year 
present to Queen Vietoria. It was 
overrun by Japan during World 
War II. Now renamed the Union 
of Myanmar, it is slowly emerg- 
ing from 40 years of isolation. 
There’s little evidenee of solid 
inlf astrueture and arriving there 
is like stepping baek in time. 

Meanwhile the sad speetre of 
Aung San Suu Kyi, leader ofthe 
National League for Demoeraey 
(NED), whieh won the 1 990 elee- 
tion, hovers in the baekground. 
Power was never handed over to 
Suu Kyi, despite her Nobel 
Peaee Prize in 1991 forherpeaee- 
ful, non-violent struggle with 
military dietatorship. She re- 
mains under house arrest in the 
eapital Yangon - while tourism 
brings a little more wealth to her 
faseinating eountry.

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Mourinho and Scotland Yard get petty 



Police officers briefly held Jose Mourinho on Tuesday night after a 
tense stand-off at his home over the status of his Yorkshire terrier’s 
vaccines. 


The Chelsea manager was ar- 
rested and eautioned after he at- 
tempted to stop two poliee of- 
fieers and a health offieial from 
taking the animal away. 

Seotland Y ard said the dog was 
to be seized for alleged offenees 
under the Animal Health Aet 
1981 and the Rabies Order 1974. 

“A 44-year-old man was ar- 
rested on suspieion of obstruet- 
ing poliee and was taken to a west 
London poliee station,” he said. 
“He subsequently reeeived a 
eaution for obstrueting poliee.” 
Mourinho had been attending 
a Chelsea prize-giving eeremony 
when he was alerted by his wife 
that British authorities had en- 


tered his West London home 
with the intention of taking the 
family pet away. 

The Chelsea manager, who is 
preparing for this weekend’s FA 
Cup final showdown with Man- 
ehester United, was taken to the 
nearby Belgrave poliee station 
where he was released after re- 
eeiving a eaution for obstrueting 
poliee. 

It is as yet unelear if 
Mourinho ’ s dog has been vaeei- 
nated in eomplianee with Brit- 
ain’s striet Pet Travel Seheme 
(PETS). 

A spokesman for Mourinho 
said: “The ineident oeeurredbe- 
eause of a misunderstanding over 


doeuments required for veteri- 
nary regulations. 

“Mr Mourinho would like to 
make it elear that his pet dog was 
bought in England from a reputa- 
ble breeder and has had all its nee- 
essary inoeulations. 

“Full eo-operation will be 
given over any animal health is- 
sues.” 

Reports suggest that 
Mourinho ’s dog disappeared 
during the ineident and was still 
on the run at the time of going to 
press. 

The Sun newspaper has 
opened a line for readers who 
have any information on the 
whereabouts of the animal. 


Health authorities issue 
heat wave alert 



Health authorities at the Direcgao-Geral de Saude (DCS) have warned 
that the country needs to start preparing for a summer that is set to be 
one of the hottest ever. Basing this alert on long-term weather 
forecasts, the DCS explains that fatalities will be higher during the 
expected heat waves this summer as no major flu outbreaks were 
recorded in Portugal during the winter. 


“There were few eases of flu, 
whieh will lead to higher fatali- 
ties”, the DCS deputy-direetor 
Jose Robalo told delegates at the 
Coimbra University Hospital 
this week. 

Delegates had met in Coimbra 
to witness the unveiling of eon- 
tingeney plans for the antieipated 
heat waves this summer. 

Regional health direetor Ana 
Correia substantiated Mr 
Robalo’ s fears. 

“Some of the people that man- 
aged to survive flu outbreaks in 
the winter will not make it 
through the summer”, she pre- 
dieted. 

Jose Tereso, health delegate for 
eentral Portugal, meanwhile 
ealled on authorities to issue “in- 
formation on a daily basis but in 
a manner that is institutional and 
informal”. 

He ealled on offieial entities to 
eut through institutional red- 
tape and to faeilitate the passing 
on of information, saying: “We 
are all in the same boat”. 

Official figures indicate the 
five heatwaves recordedbetween 
May and September last year 
directly resulted in the deaths of 
1,259 people, seven hundred 
fewer than the 2,000 heat-related 
fatalities reported in 2003. 


But the hottest summer ever 
was 2005. 

It was also found that there was 
an increase of 12.5 percent in 
people seeking the help of hos- 
pitals during last year’s heat 
waves. 

While the five heat waves ex- 
perienced last year are not un- 
common, meteorologists say 
their frequency is definitely on 
the rise. 

The first heat wave of 2006 
was recorded almost a month 
(May 24) before the official start 
of summer. 

A heat wave is recorded when 
temperatures are at least five de- 
grees above average for a period 
of at least six consecutive days. 

Heat waves can therefore lit- 
erally be recorded in winter, 
though they are more prominent 
in Portugal during the months of 
June and August. 

A number of extraordinary 
weather patterns were also re- 
corded in 2006, such as the 11- 
day heat wave in July (Alentej o) 
that was deemed the longest of its 
kind since the beginning of World 
Warn. 

Another exceptional occur- 
rence was reported in July when 
first average temperatures fell to 
lows not seen for decades along 


with unseasonal heavy rainfall 
and localised flooding, followed 
by thermometers shooting up to 
levels that have made August 
2006 one of the hottest 15 
months on record. 

Figures released at the end of 
March by the US government 
meanwhile showed that this past 
winter was the hottest in the 
northern hemisphere since 
records were first taken in 1880. 

According to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Asso- 
ciation (NOAA) combined tem- 
peratures in the northern hemi- 
sphere between December and 
F ebruary were 0 . 72 degrees Cel- 
sius warmer than the average for 
the past 127 years. 

The record temperatures, 
NOAA added, were also assisted 
by the seasonal phenomenon 
known as El Nino, which has been 
given part of the blame for help- 
ing make January the warmest on 
record. 

Health authorities have this 
week issued details of its contin- 
gency plans for the summer. 

The plan is based on three lev- 
els of alert. 

The first is green, which indi- 
cates that temperatures are nor- 
mal for the time of year. 

Level two (yellow) indicates 
“high temperatures which could 
have adverse health effects”. 

When a yellow alert is issued, 
the general population will be 
warned and hospitals put on alert. 

Red alert is announced when 
soaring temperatures “cause se- 
rious health problems”. 

Besides authorities being put 
on alert, transport will be sup- 
plied for risk groups such as the 
elderly who will be taken to 
make-shift shelters such as mu- 
seums, cinemas, community cen- 
tres, libraries and shopping cen- 
tres.

Is dredging killing Portknao ’s 
gastronomic legacy? 

Portimao is renowned for its quaint grilled sardine restaurants located along the river 
front. A one-time bustling fishing town, which boasts a handful of Portugal’s first ever and 
largest conservation factories, it is now reportedly extinct of the traditional sardine, and 
local environmental activist and fisherman Antonio Cabrita thinks he has the answer. 


Located on the outskirts of 
Portimao is a warehouse owned 
by Mr Cabrita. But it is no ordi- 
nary warehouse and was once 
locally referred to as a museum. 
It is packed with hundreds of 
thousands of shells, all individu- 
ally displayed, row after meticu- 
lously laid-out row, the result of 
more than forty years of pains- 
taking collecting. 

Some of the shells are unique 
to the river Arade and Portimao 
coastline, and, over the years, Mr 
Cabrita has also salvaged 
washed-up remains of century- 
old Roman clay vases and even 
driftwood from vessels that 
sailed along the river centuries 
ago. 

All this was put on display 
and, up until a few years ago, was 
visitedby classes of local school 
children and marine specialists 
and biologists. 

However, it appears that his 
theory as to why the famous 
Portimao sardine is slowly dis- 
appearing seems to have gotten 
him in stormy waters with au- 
thorities. 

Mr Cabrita explains the Arade 
riverbed is made up of unique 
sand, a concoction of micro- 
shells that is indigenous to that 
river alone and produces amicro- 
plankton, which fed the sardines 
once fished by the hoards along 
the regional coastline. 

He alleges that an elite sect of 
business people responsible for 
the dredging of what he affection- 
ately terms “the richest river on 


the planet” are using that very 
sand to build and develop regional 
real estate, and could be to blame 
for the end of the sardine. 

One of his wishes is to donate 
his decade’s worth of finds to a 
regional university, though he 
says he has been stopped from 
doing so by authorities and fears 


that his lifetime of work will be 
destroyed in an attempt to bury 
his allegations. 

Whether there is substance 
behind his claims or not, Mr 
Cabrita ’s conviction is unques- 
tionable and, for now, his mo- 
mentous collection remains in- 
tact.
